Longmont's Workcamp - Prayers Answered! 
As many of you know, this summer FCLC was 
the co-sponsor of the "Foothills of the Rockies" 
Workcamp. This Workcamp brought 369 youth 
from around the US to Longmont for two week- 
long camps (July 20-26 and July 27-Aug. 2). 
The 60 crews of people worked on 51 houses 
in Longmont and the residents were very 
pleased with the work done on their homes. 
This Workcamp wouldn't have been successful 
without the time and dedication of the co- 
leaders: Marcie Mason and Bob Thoman. A BIG 
thank you goes out to them along with over 40 
volunteers from FCLC who helped with the site 
writing, hospitality, delivery, etc. Also, thank 
you to those who lent out their ladders and well 
as those who helped clean up the hosting school, 
Longmont Christian School, on Aug. 8. Please 
continue your prayers for these residents so that 
they can see God through these young campers. 
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FCLC MISSION PROJECT— GBONYEA, LIBERIA NEEDS YOUR HELP! 

In January, when we flew to Liberia, we carried with us the check for $1,000, which the Outreach Committee made 
available to us, plus a check from us for $1,000 for the work at the school in Liberia. We are sharing excerpts of a 
letter we received recently from Rev Anthony Mulbah and his wife, Temah. 

Greetings come to you in the Name of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. We are very happy that God was 
able to help and bless you to arrive in the United States after visiting us in Liberia... We are thankful to God also that 
all of us are fine. 

At present, I am translating the book of Jeremiah. We hope by 201 0, the translation of the Old Testament will 
be completed, giving the whole Bible into the hands of the Kpelle people in their own language. 

Temah has completed planting our peanut/ground pea farm. She will be returning to Gbonyea [where the 
school is] to help my brother's wife and her own mother to plant their rice. 

I visited Gbonyea and was there for three weeks. There is much progress on the Marfeleh Sumo Academy 
school building. The walls are all completed. I carried seven bags of cement. We used it to plaster the front, back, 
and the left-hand side walls. When Temah goes to Gbonyea, she will carry some cement for the inner and right- 
hand side walls along with the floor. 

We have two major problems that are causing us delay in the way we have planned to carry out the works 
on the school in Gbonyea. The first problem is, most of the time cement cannot be found in the market. The second 
problem is the high cost of transportation fare. 

The school is going on fine. Our principal is attending a three-month teacher training course... At the end 
he will be receiving a "C" Certificate in the Field of Education. The other three teachers are managing the school 
well. During my visit, they had regular classes and some Agriculture programs. The students, under the watchful 
eyes of the teachers, have planted some pineapple plants on the right-hand side of the school. They are planning to 
brush the bush surrounding the school to plant other crops. We hope to pay some men to do the brushing when the 
appropriate times come, since the children are not old enough to do that work. 

The bigger children sometimes carry water when the builders are working. When I was there, they came 
with water and were eager to see the men plastering the walls. They were so excited. Some were feeling the wet 
cement on the walls and began to laugh. Then they began to talk about painting. One of them asked me what color 
of paint I will use on the walls. I told them that all of us will discuss what kind of paint we will use. That made them 
to jump up and clap their hands. 

We would like you to please help us with a camera and a lap-top computer. Beside these, we would like 
for you to send anything you can lay your hands on. Bishop just told us that the Upper Susquehana Synod will be 
sending a container to Liberia in November. 

Thank you for the money received. It was used for teachers' pay, mason and carpenter pay for wall and 
roofing work, the principal, cement, transportation. 

God richly bless us all in Jesus. Greetings to the people of Faith Community Lutheran Church.

Last spring the stewardship committee began 
articles summarizing Mark Allan Powell's book, 
Giving to God: The Bible's Good News About 
Living a Generous Life.

Stewardship Is 100 Percent 
Powell states that when we think about 
"financial stewardship/' we must not be 
concerned exclusively or even primarily with 
that portion of our money that we give to the 
church or to other good causes. Giving to the 
church is but one part of a much bigger picture. 
All of our money is to be used in God-pleasing 
ways (p 80). He goes on to say that "faithful 
living in the area of financial stewardship entails 
at least four things: When we are faithful 
stewards, 1) we acquire our money in God- 
pleasing ways; 2) we regard our money in 
God-pleasing ways; 3) we manage our money 
in God-pleasing ways; and, 4) we spend our 
money in God-pleasing ways. 

How We Acquire Money 
One place to evaluate this topic is to look at 
how we earn our paycheck in the first place. Do 
we earn it with honesty and integrity? We are 
encouraged as Christians to acquire our money 
by doing useful and worthwhile activities that 
contribute to God's kingdom. 

How We Regard Money 
The Bible encourages us to take a positive 
attitude toward our possessions (p 86). They 
are gifts from God and something that we 
use, not love or serve. We as stewards are 
encouraged to view these material gifts with 
gratitude. Along with gratitude, we are not to 
be anxious, but trust God with regard to the 
basic necessities of life. "Do not worry about 
tomorrow (Matthew 6:34)." This trust also aids 
us in guarding our minds against greed (p 91). 



God is generous and loving, and will do what is 
right for us (p 92). 

How We Manage Money 
First of all, money is to be used and not 
hoarded. The best example is in the parable 
of the rich fool that Jesus tells in Luke 12:15- 
21. Also, we not only don't want to hoard, but 
we are not to squander it either as the foolish 
boy did in Luke 15:12-16. We need to have 
a plan. ..indeed, a budget (p 94). "Faithful 
stewardship means altering our spending habits, 
developing a budget, and learning to invest 
and save our money wisely. It means seeking 
the counsel of trained financial advisors, and 
approaching all of our decisions about money 
management with prayerful consideration of 
what God would have us do" (p 95, 96). 

How We Spend Money 
As faithful stewards, we not only have a 
responsibility to God when spending, but also to 
other people, and indeed, to ourselves (p 96). 
When we recognize that God has entrusted us 
as stewards of what belongs to Him, we can 
be God-pleasing in our decisions on how to 
spend money. We then can be discerning when 
determining what is truly worthwhile and what 
is not. 

Stewardship and the Church 
"Stewardship is a matter of faithful living, of 
recognizing that all we are and all we have 
belongs to God and is to be given to God as an 
act of worship, as an expression of faith, and as 
a spiritual discipline through which we commit 
our hearts in love and praise. Such faithful 
living is a response to the gospel, a recognition 
of the good news that the rule of God has 
come near, that Jesus Christ is our Lord, and 
that the Holy Spirit will direct and guide us to 
be the people God wants us to be and to have 
the abundant, joyful lives that God wants us to 
have" (p 104).

Faith Community, it has been just over 10 weeks 
since I moved to Longmont and started working 
with this great staff and these amazing students. 
Before getting started with my portion of the 
newsletter, I would like to thank the Inskeep 
family for their hospitality for those first few 
weeks I was here and letting me stay with them. 

We have had one busy summer: a mission trip to 
Blanding, Utah, with 68 students and 13 adults 
for a week of working on houses; constant trips 
to Elitches and Water World with vanloads of 
our students; a lock-in; two weddings and a 
few dinners with families thrown in there... and 
I think now I'm ready for the Fall program to 
begin! 

I have to tell you I am extremely excited about 
our Wednesday Night lineup for children (pre- 
Kindergarten through Fifth Grade) and our high 
school students (9th Grade through 12th Grade). 
This Fall we will be working entirely on PRAYER. 
We will be taking the statement of Martin Luther, 
"Grant that I may not pray alone with the 
mouth; help me that I may pray from the depths 
of my heart" and putting it into practice. 

I have been praying about what God would really 
want His children taught. And as I was praying, 
the verse from Luke 11:1 where the Disciples 
say 'Teach us to pray' kept coming to mind. I 
believe today we have lost a lot of the beauty of 
prayer and the simplicity of it, as well. So during 
this Fall, we will be working with the children and 



high school students to learn more about prayer; 
the why, the how, what kinds and whens in our 
daily life. 

The program, Seeing God Through Prayer, will be 
using a more hands-on approach to experiencing 
prayer.

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Draft Social Statement on Human Sexuality 
A commented outline 

As I began writing, I was at wits-end trying to figure out how 
to write dispassionately on the Draft Social Statement on 
Human Sexuality. The document, 45 double-spaced pages, 
is not what I would call a "page turner." The document is 
well structured and "cries out" for comment. The following 
commented outline, extracted from the document, contains the 
major sections (bolded Roman Numerals), the subsections 
(solid dots followed by italicized text), and the "called out" 
comments within each major section or sub-section (indented 
dashes). Reading this article provides only a "high level" view 
of the document. I encourage everyone reading this article to 
read the entire draft social statement. I also encourage each 
reader to join our discussion group that will meet at 6 pm on 
Sept. 10, 17, and 24. 

I. Introduction 

- This social statement addresses the question: 
What does it mean for us as sexual creatures to 
love our neighbors as ourselves and thus fulfill 
God's law of love in this time and society? 

- God has lovingly created all humans as sexual 
- and therefore, relational - beings. 

II. Theological and ethical foundations for understanding 
sexuality 

- How shall Christians understand what it means to 
be faithful in the sexual dimension of our lives so 
that we may learn to please God and benefit the 
neighbor in all ways? 

• Incarnation, justification, and serving the neighbor 

In God's actions of creation, incarnation, and 
promise for resurrection of the dead, we know our 
bodies to be valued by God and included in the 
promised restoration of creation. 

- We live within the paradox that in our sexuality, as 
in other aspects of life, we always will find both our 
own sinfulness and God's grace. 

• Sexual ethics shaped by God's mercy and compassion 

- Because God is compassionate and merciful 
with us, we are called to be compassionate and 
merciful with each other. 

- God's rescuing mercy, which frees us from sin, 
does not imply that how we live does not matter. 

- This ethic is more about directing us to find a 
responsible place for sexuality in the service of 
God's ongoing activity in the world than about 
containing the ambiguous power of sex. Reluctant 
to judge on the basis of our own righteousness, 
we are bold to construct social, political, and 
community practices that will build trustworthy 
relationships. 

• Living as people of hope 

- As sexual beings freed by Christ through God's 
merciful and saving grace to serve our neighbor, 
we are called to live boldly as people of hope in 
relationships and in the world. 



. . .Christians pursue an ethic that seeks to 
anticipate in the present those values integral to 
God's promised future. This is at the heart of our 
witness. 

• Scripture and moral discernment 

- We live, then, anticipating God's future by seeking 
to improve relationships in this world, making it a 
more trustworthy place to live. 

- Lutherans understand that Scripture sometimes 
can be abused and misunderstood through 
selective use as a moral guide. 

Sexuality as part of God's creative activity 

• The complexity of individual sexuality 

- Body, mind, and spirit can be distinguished but not 
separated within the human being... 

- Sexual love - the complex interplay of longing, 
erotic attraction, and self-giving - is a wondrous 
gift, but does not by itself constitute a moral 
justification for sexual behavior. 

• The social character of sexuality 

...we must appreciate the profound influence of 
social forces and social contexts on human sexual 
behavior. 



IV. Trust at the heart of faith active in love 

- The creation and maintenance of trust are both 
the foundation of healthy personhood and the 
building blocks for healthy relationships between 
individuals. 

• Strong families: a ground and source of trust 

- Families must be regarded as an indispensable 
social institution because of their role in the 
establishing conditions of trust and protecting the 
vulnerable. 

- The central issue is whether a family performs 
the indispensable personal and social tasks that 
families are intended to accomplish. 

- This church commits itself to continued attention 
to and discernment about changing family 
configurations and how they serve to shelter and 
protect relationships. 

• Protecting children and youth in and for trusting 
relationships 

- Sexual exploitation in any situation, either 
personally or commercially, inside or outside 
legally contracted marriage, is sinful because it 

is destructive of God's good gift [of sexuality] and 
human integrity. 

- This church regards the over-exposure of 
emotionally maturing children and teens to adult 
sexuality as a failing on the part of adults and 
society. 

- This church must give particular attention to how 
youth are supported, nurtured, and accompanied 
in their sexual and relational formation. 

• Sexuality and self

- This church upholds all its members who are 
single. It encourages them in trustful and 
trustworthy lives. It respects those who choose

singleness as a way of life. 

Social trust and common good 

- The development of social trust must be a central 
concern for Christians who seek the good of the 
neighbor in the pursuit of justice and the common 
good through civil law. 

- As this church and its members engage the 
remarkable, sometimes liberating, and yet 
troubling changes of the past several decades 
related to human sexuality, careful thought must 
be given to which changes enhance and which 
erode social trust. 

• Our calling to establish the kind of social trust the 
world urgently needs 

• Our calling to confront collective distrust and idolatry 
as a source of harm 

- This church therefore notes with grave concern 
the public commodification of the body as an 
economic asset. 

- This church must speak out against all that 
systematically undermines efforts to raise healthy 
children and build solid marriages and trusting 
relationships. This church must insist that the 
existence of a market is not a sufficient moral 
basis to use it. 

- The long-standing concerns of this church for 
social justice and the protection of the vulnerable 
should guide its teachings and practices in relation 
to sexuality. 

• The mission and ministry of this church 
Conclusion 

- Because of God's embrace of all the creation 
in Christ, we are a people set free for lives of 
responsibility aimed at seeking the good of the 
neighbor. Following Jesus, we discern what this 
responsibility means in terms of human sexuality.
